E are now offering to the nursery trade of America a line of stock which has heretofore been 
largely imported or grown in districts effected with disease. 

The soil and climate in our section is the most favorable known for the propagation of all 
kinds of nursery stock. Our location is on high, sandy, pine land, the most favorable for root 
growth. We have seven months growing season, and in this time trees make larger tops and 
heavier stocks than in the richest soils of the North where they cannot grow inore than four 
months, and it would astonish the Northern nurserymen to see the heavy roots our trees have, 
which even more than correspond with the tops. 

Stock shipped to the North from here that would here start growth in March will, when 
shipped North in the fall or winter, remain dormant until the opening of the natural growing 
season of the latitude they are in, which is not the case with stock shipped from the North here, 
for as soon as stock from the North comes into our climate, the first warm spell will start it to 
growing, and then a cold spell is liable to damage it. 

Our object is to bring the Marianna Plum stock into more general use, that in time it may 
entirely take the place of the Myrobolan and other plum stocks that are so largely imported into 
this country, and to have the Oriental Plums handled on Marianna of American growth, instead 


- of being imported from Japan on the Japan stocks. Also that the Japan Persimmon should be 


planted on American Persimmon stocks, instead of the dwarfish imported stocks from Japan, 
and last, but not least, to offer to the trade a stock of peach trees grown where the Yellows were 
never known to exist.

Unlike most of its strain it neither sprouts from roots broken 
by the plow, nor from roots left in the ground at time of digging. It sends out an abundance of 
strong, deep-growing roots that are proof against any insect that has yet been found on either 
peach or plum, and is seldom effected by drouth. The top being free from sharp spurs, it makes 
a smooth, regular growth. The Marianna is fast taking the place of the Myrobolan and other im- 
ported plum stocks, for three reasons: First, that there is now a duty of 20 per cent. on all im- 
ported trees; second, that the Myrobolan and some other of the plum stock largely used are 
badly effected with the root-knot or “ root-gall;”’ third, that some of the Kuropean plums do 
not make a good union when grafted, while the Marianna makes a union that CANNOT BE EX- 
CELLED. 

You will readily see that by using the Marianna you can save the wholesaler’s margin, as 
you may deal direct with the grower. Sections where the root-knot or “root-gall” effects the 
Myrobolan and other varieties, the Marianna is invaluable. In this warm, sandy soil we eTOW 
all our stocks from cuttings, and its value for grafting purposes may be plainly understood from 
the fact that the fiber of the stock (it being the orignal cutting) is the same as that of the scion. 
while that of the seedling root is much finer. The healing qualities of the Marianna are un- 
excelled.

_ The List below gives varieties of plum, prune and apricot, which we have in stock. When 
varieties are wanted that we have not got, buds may be sent from May 15th to October 15th. 
From buds sent from May 15th to June 15th we can generally make trees five feet and up; 
June 15th to July Ist, four to five feet; July Ist to July 15th, three to four feet; July 15th to 
August Ist, two to three feet; August Ist to August 15th, one foot for “mailing size,’ Dormant 
buds may be putin July 15th to October 15th. Trees are measured from the bud. 

Of course we cannot guarantee to make these sizes from buds sent on these dates, especially 
so with apricots. This calculation is based upon what we have done heretofore. 
Varieties designated with a * are 50 per cent. extra.

JAPAN PERSIASAXNON, OR KAKI. 

This fruit has heretofore been planted mostly on the dwarfish growing and short-lived im- 
ported roots and has virtually established the idea in the minds of most people that the Kaki is 
a dwarf tree and short lived, which is a mistake that should be corrected. To do this, nursery- 
men should only offer trees grown upon native American persimmon roots. Trees that were 
grafted upon native roots several years since have now attained an enormous size, and show no ~ 
signs of dying back, annually bearing a. heavy crop of that most valuable and delicious fruit, of 
a quality equal if not better than that grown upon the Japan root. Another advantage is that 
trees grown on native American roots, in sandy soil, have a liberal amount of both lateral and 
fibrous roots, and stand a much better chance of living when transplanted in orchard than those 
imported from Japan, with roots partially dead from long shipment. 

In Japan this fruit is cultivated in a latitude where the ground is covered with four feet of 
snow from December to April, and flourishes in any soil of fair quality.

PEACH YELLOWS AND PEACH ROSETTE. 


There cannot be too much said on this important matter, which interests both the planter 
and dealer. In sections where it has not already been introduced, great care should be taken to 
prevent its being brought in such localities by trees being shipped in from infected districts, 
which is, and has been done to a large extent, and is fast spreading the dreaded diseases and 
making the peach industry hazardous in a large section of country that was once free from these 
diseases. It has been the practice of nurserymen for many years to secure their peach seed 
from the mountains of Georgia and Tennessee, where the yellows had never been reported, but 
now this promises to be a dangerous course to pursue, on account of the discovery of the disease, 
Peach Rosette, “which is sometimes called Southern Peach Yellows,” it being as disastrous if 
not more so than the yellows, this disease being reported from that district. And even if the seed 
that was planted were perfectly healthy and would have done well had the seedlings been 
budded from perfectly healthy trees. The great danger lies in taking buds from trees that are 
apparently healthy when buds are cut. 

Experiments by the Department of Agriculture have proyen that, if being in the least effected, 
the whole tree is virtually diseased, and buds taken from seemingly healthy branches and 
inserted into healthy stocks seldom live to bear fruit of any consequence. 

As to the truth of these statements we refer to Bulletin No. 1, Division of Vegetable Pathol- 
ogy, treatitig these two diseases. We are in receipt of a personal letter from Edw ard Willets, 
Assistant Secretary Department of Agriculture, in which he states that a true case of Yellows has 
never been known in Georgia, and that the Rosette has never been found south of Columbus, 


Georgia.
